H E Nuecenes Maieſtie being lately infozmed in Englande, by ſome 
a1 \|| Noblemen,and other her faithtull Subiects of good calling in the Pꝛo⸗ 
uince of Monſter within her Realme of Jreland, that, where late inqui- 
l ations and ſurueys haue bene made, by certaine herminiſters in ſundꝛy 
WA (| hires within the laid Pꝛouince, to knowe what landes had lawfully 
> All eſcheated vnto her Maieſtie in right ofher Crowne, by the Attayndo: of 
che late Traytour the Earle ot Deſmond, and his Confederates in the 
ſame Rebellion : whereupon diuers haue ſought by Graunts from her 
— — Maieſtie, to haue the ſame lands ſo found as eſcheated, vpon rents and 
ſeruices, with a mind to inhabite the ſame being deſolate of people, foꝛ manuraunce and occupation there- 
of, who by colour ot ſuch Graunts , (as the Complainants ſay) doe challenge and ſeiſe foz her Maieſtie, 
certaine landes and territoꝛies, which in no lawtull wiſe could elcheate to her Maieſtie by the afozeſaide 
Rebellion, fox that the ſame hath bene the Inheritance ol her good Subiects of that Realme no we com⸗ 
playning, who neither were attainted, noꝛ did offend , but rather ſerued her Maieſtie moſt faithfully, 
Upon theſe conſiderations, her Maieſtie would it ſhould be knowen foꝛ a moſt certaintie, that ſhe ne⸗ 
uer had any mind to graunt any poztion of land as eſcheated, how litle ſoeuer the ſame might be that wag 
the Inheritance of any Subiect that had not offended: but is fully determined, that no perſon within the 
ſame Pꝛouinte of Monſter, that either did not offend in that Rebellion, oꝛ hauing offcnded,hath bene foz 
his offence thꝛough her mercie duely pardoned, with a reſtitution of his landes in the ſame Pardon, ſhall 
be expelled oz diſturbed of his poſſeſſion, but that there ſhalbe with all conuenient ſpeede, due inquiſttion 
made by Commiſſioners very indifferent, with great charge and ſufficient authoꝛitie, to heare the com⸗ 
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plaintsofher Subiects thus grieued, and to examine the titles of all perſons that ſhall complaine of any 


moleſtation offered vnto them, by any clayming any intereſt by graunt from her Maieſtie, as of landes 
eſcheated. And to this purpoſe, her Maieſtie hath with very Pꝛincely and fauourable anſwere diſmiſ= 
led certaine ok her Subiects of that Lountrey, being of good eſtimation with her Maieſtie both foꝛ their 
good ſeruices, and foꝛ their degrees, who came hither to her Maieſtie with their complaints. And ſo ſhee 
doubteth not, but the reſt being there in Monſter, that may pꝛetend cauſe of complaint, ſhalbe reaſonably 
ſatiſfied with all fauour, as farrefooꝛth as their tytles oꝛ pꝛetences may bee pꝛooued to bee good and law⸗ 
full, and not claymed by colour of any fozged oz fayned tytles to mainteine any their vniuſt claymes. 

Foz ſo is her Pꝛincely minde diſpoſed, to make no difference foz reſpect of Perſons oꝛ Countrey, againſt 
Juſtice, eſteeming the Noblemen and good Subtiects of that Lande, as deare in degree of ſubiection,as 
any bozne in Englande, making no difference betwirt the one and the other, but accompting them all in 
one equalitie of ſubiection, and in her duetie befoze God to anſwere foz the weale of both with one mea⸗ 
lure of care. And foꝛ aſſurance and teſtimonie of this her Maieſties good meaning in fauour of Jultice, 
whereof ſhee is Gods chiefe miniſter ouer all her Subiectes, ſhee hath both concetued and vttered the 
ſame with her owne mouth, and ſignedit with her owne hande, and directed it to bee publiſhed and 
pꝛoclaimed in all vſuall publique places within the Pꝛouince of Monſter, oz within any other part of 
that Realme, where her pꝛincipall Officers ſhall thinke meete, fo2 ſatiſfactionof her good Subtectes.
